Everybody has profited by 
the organization and the advertising of the cit- 
rus fruit growers, and a new source of wealth 
has hern opened up for the country. 


Thus does business 
serve America. It 


raises the standard of living, for everybody, and 
at the same time it places the new standard of 
living within the reach of all. There is no great 
business success in America that has not sprung 
from the idea of making something that every- 
body needs and wants at a price that everybody 
can pay. Grant that the American business 
man's motive is generally one of self-interest; in- 
escapably he must work for the public welfare 
before he can profit himself.

the walls of his office, on the second 
floor at 312 Pearl street, the only 
complete set of old-time pictures of 
La Crosse in existence'. 
TJiere are 


four big prints in 
the 
collection 


showing birds-eye and profile views 
of this city, made in 1867, 1S73, 
1876 and 1887. 


Spanning a.space of twenty years, 


the 'pictures reveal in striking style 
the development of La Crosse during 
two decades, a period marked, 
by 


radical changes in the style and size 
of business blocks and by the con- 
version of a large stretch of prairie 
land east of Eighth street into 
handsome residence district. 


The oldest picture in the collec- 


tion, made in 1867, shows a birds-eye 
view of' La Crosse, with primitive 
one-story wooden stores 
stretched 


along the river front. 
A large part 


of the city lay between the river 
and Eighth street,'there being only a 
half dozen houses beyond 
Twelfth 


street at that early day. The north- 
ernmost house shown in the picture 
of the south side, was the McDonald 
homestead, just east 
of 
Twelfth 


street and between State and .Vine. 
Near Cass street and Thirteenth, way 
out on the prairie, stood the homes 
of O. S. Woods and Walter Webb.

First Brick Residence 


There were few houses beyond the 


Blashek Woolen. Mills near Market 
and Eighth streets. 
At West Ave- 


nue and Johnson street the first brick 
residence erected in La Crosse, own- 
ed by James Madison Lucas, looms 
up prominently because there was no 
other house near it. 
In the back- 


ground, about.on the site now occu- 
pied-by the Gund brewery, is shown 
a race track, said to be the first Built 
in La Cr.osse and the scene of horse 
races which featured a fair associa- 
tion which did not survive long. 


Perhaps the most interesting pic- 


ture in the collection is a view of 
La Crosse from the river 
marked 


"1873," but really made in 1872, 
just a half century ago. 


The most striking feature of this 


picture is a railroad bridge spanning 
the Mississippi .in .front of the city 
in the identical location now occu- 
pied by the wagon bridge. 
Fight Over Bridge 


Dr. 'McArthur explained that the 


bridge shown'in .the picture was one 
recommended by the war.department 
to be built by the Milwaukee railroad 
when the road- sought a location for 
a bridge. 
The war department had 


just chosen- the site for the bridge 
when the artist was employed 
to 


make a picture of La Crosse and be- 
lieving that it -would be built in the 
location recommended, he inserted 
the structure to make a 
complete 


picture. 


The location of the bridge 
was 


changed during the following year to 
a route west of North La Crosse, af- 


ter a controversy which kept citizens 
on edge for months. 


Civil Engineer Dodge of the Mil- 


waukee and St. Paul Railway com- 
pany, with maps and surveys for a 
railroad bridge across the Mississip- 
pi and Black river west of the Fifth 
ward met a number of prominent 
citizens at the International 
hotel 


A.pril 30, 1872, to discuss the pro- 
ect. 
He had selected this site to 


obtain the shortest route to St. Paul, 
he said. Railroad Wins Out 


Subsequently, in August, 1872, the 


board of United States engineers, re- 
presenting ,the war department, or- 
dered the bridge built at the foot of 
Mount Vernon street. 


Congressional, legislative and com- 


mon council action were required to 
permit 
the 
railway 
company to 


change the location of its .proposed 
bridge, and not until 1874 was the 
matter finally settled and the rail- 
road company permitted to build its 
bridge where it is now located, west 
of the North Side. 
Two 
historical ' steamboats 
are 


shown on the river in the accompany- 
ing picture of La Crosse fifty years 
ago. 
One is the Belle of La Crosse 


and the other the Alex McGregor, a 
tug-boat which towed the car ferries 
of the Southern Minnesota railroad. 


This Was Terminus 


In 1872 La Crosse was the west- 


ern terminus of the Milwaukee rail- 
road. The Southern Minnesota rail- 
road, -which merged with the Mil- 
waukee

"Grand Crossing," across the river 
from the south end of Isle La Plume 
just below where Fisher's home is 
now located. 
From that point the 


railroad passed westerly across the 
bottoms to the Root river valley and 
out to the prairie villages of south 
ern Minnesota.

Teachers to Have Important 


Meeting on May 27 


Since 1905 La Crosse county has 


had a system of traveling libraries 
sent out from the La Crosse City Li- 
brary. 
The county board has appro- 


priated from $200 to S250 a year, the 
maximum allowed by the state law of 
1001. for the support of this system. 


It has been under the direction or 


the county library board, whose mem- 
bers are appointed by the board of 
supervisors and constitute a body en- 
tirely distinct from the city library 
board: but the head librarian of the 
La Crosse public library has always 
actpd as supervising librarian, and the 
books have been prepared for circu- 
lation. rheeBed up, mended, etc., at 
the La Crosse public library. 


Books have been sent out in boxes 


that have contained from 25 to 40 
volumes. Until 1916, these boxes 
•were usually sent to country stores or 
post.offices. and a few to farm homes, 
from which the boots were circulated ; 
but this was found very unsatisfac 
tory. Wtile the number of boxes sent, 
out had in 1910 reacted 21. it had by 
19]fi dropped to 4. 
At that time, 


therefore, it was decided to try the 
schools as distributing centers for the 
books.at the same time retaining a few 
farm homes that had done satisfac- 
tory work. This proved a very wise 
move; the teachers have on the whole 
taken good care of the books, have 
kept the necessary records carefully, 
and have succeeded better than any 
ether agency In getting the books read 
both by children and adults. During 
the past winter there have been 40 
boxes out. all available at present. 


With 66 one-room school houses, 


four union high schools, two state 
graded schools and one two-room 
school, it •will be seen that not by any 
means all of the county has been 
reached. And. yet the supervising li- 
brnrian in reading her report at the 
November meeting of the boaxd of su- 
pervisors stated that she could not 
possibly take time from her Constant- 
ly increasing city work to prepare or 
take care of any more traveling li- 
braries. 
Moreover, she stated 
that 


t.h/>se libraries were too small to be 
of much value in the villages. 
They 


served the purpose fairly well in- the 
rural districts; but even for them a 
much more flexible system in the 
county system in other states, notably 
hio. Indiana 
and 
California, 
and 


that the Wisconsin legislature at its 
last session bad so modified the ok 
county library 1&.W that it was now 
possible to have this improved system 
in any Wisconsin county that desirec 
it. 


Improved System 


This improved system if adopted 


La Crosse county trouia provide for 
branch libraries in Onalaska, West 
Palem. Bangor, Holmenvand Miudoro. 
conducted in about the same way as 
the north side branch of La Crosse 
City Library. 
There 
would be a 


trained library assistant at the La 
Crosse library who would have noth- 
ing but. the county branches and trav- 
eling libraries to look after. All books 
would be prepared for circulation, cat- 
alogued, etc., at the La Crosse li- 
brary. 


In each village there would be a 


reading room and library open two or 
three afternoons and evenings a week 
with a local librarian in charge, who 
vould give out books, help high school 
students with reference work, keep 
good order. This local librarian would 
lot need to have special library train- 
ng: but would have to be at least a 
hieh school graduate. 
She would be 


employed ten or fifteen hours a week 
and be paid hy the hour the same as 
lart time assistants in the La Crosse 
Jbrary. 
Ultimately, if demand and 


conditions warranted it, there would 
Se a book wagon for the rural dis- 
tricts following the rural mail routes;

Mr. W. J. Daw- 
son of Campbell and Mr. J. G.'.Hitz 
of BanEtor, to make a survey of the 
library "situation in co-operation with 
the county library board and the su- 
pervising'librarian. This committee 
met with- the county library board, 
and in the course of discussion readi- 
ed the conclusion that in order to find 
out public s«ntinjent on the question 
it would be well to call a meeting of 
all the , school board members and 
teachers of the county and as many 
others as moght be interested. 
It 


was decided to hold this meeting at 
the court noose at one o'clock Satur- 
day afternoon., May 27.
